REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
Your Public Health Nursing Service 


During 1954 the Vermont Health Department has offered 
the same type of Public Health Nursing Service as has been 
available since 1951. The public health nurse for Bridgewater 
is Miss Ruth J. Miller, R.N., who has her office in Chester. 

Miss Miller made 75 visits to or in behalf of 28 residents 
of Bridgewater during 1954. Her time is divided for the most 
part among the following activities: 

Health Supervision: of expectant mothers and young children. 
School Program: Assistance with vision and hearing testing. 
Conferences with teachers concerning health problems observ- 
ed in their pupils and visits to homes, to physicians and to others 
on behalf of children. 
Clinics and Conferences: Well child medical conferences for 
medical examinations and immunizations for children under 
6, and for school children in selected grades. 

Chest X-ray Clinics and Crivpled Children’s Clinics are oth- 
ers in which she assists. 

She may also arrange for referrals to Child Guidance Clinics 
and to Tumor Clinics. 


Twenty-three children under 6 were examined by Dr. 
A. M. Cram at two well child conferences arranged by interest- 
ed local people. 


Thirty-three school age children were also examined by 
Dr. Cram. Many of the children examined had decayed teeth. 
This is true in all sections of Vermont and is a problem which 
merits special attention. It would not be possible to carry on 
an educational campaign among both children and adults, 
stressing the importance of regular use of tooth brush, lower 
consumption of sweets and soft drinks, higher consumption of 
milk and vegetables, and provision of supplementary A and D 
vitamins for all children. 

In a program such as ours, in which the nurses all have 
large territories, the success of their work depends upon th: 
interest and cooperation of the local people. Many people in 
Bridgwater have been of assistance, and we would like to take 
this opportunity to acknowledge what they have done to pro- 
mote health in their home town.

REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS 
AND SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Herewith is respectfully submitted the annual report of the 
status of the local schools: 

The following are the teachers in the Town of Bridgewater: 
Bridgewater Village—Miss Anne Morrill, grades 1 and 2; Mrs. 
Edith Moxley, grades 2 and 3; Mrs. Grace Fenn, grades 4 and 
5; Mrs. Bernice White, grade 6; and Mr. Earl Thomas, grades 7 
and 8. 


We feel Bridgewater is very fortunate to have a fine faculty 
of teachers this year and we hope that they will want to return 
for the next school year. 

The Bridgewater Corners School was greatly improved this 
year by the addition of a hot lunch kitchen. This project cost 
$414.96 and we feel that this money was well spent as it is 
likely that the Corners School will be used for many years. No 
other major repairs were done at the Village or the Corners. 

Appreciation should be extended to the Bridgewater PTA 
for sponsoring a fine hot lunch program for the Village and 
the Corners. 

The enrollment per grade for the coming school year cre- 
ates a major problem. The enrollment for the second and third 
grade this year is 43. Part of the second grade had to be divided 
between the first grade and second grade room. Forty-nine pu- 
pils for next year in these grades would be unreasonable. The 
following is the anticipated enrollment per grade:

The School Board has given a great deal of thought to the 
best interest of the Bridgewater children and they feel that it 
would be advisable to add two additional teachers so that the 
pupils in the first, second, third, fourth, seventh, and eighth 
grades would have one grade per room. The fifth and sixth 
grade could work together. It appears to be advisable to reopen 
the Bridgewater Center School and transport one of the upper 
grades to the Center. For a second additional room, the School 
Directors are investigating several possibilities. 


The elementary cost per pupil for the past year was $179.90. 
On June 25, 1954, Bridgewater and Pomfret voted to join 
with Woodstock to form the Union High School District. On

August 18, 1954, a union high school district meeting was warn- 
ed to organize. They voted at this meeting to operate a high 
school during the present school year as a union high school. 
Another committee was appointed following the organization 
meeting of representatives from each of the three towns to study 
the needs and to recommend a site for a new union building. 
On November 10, 1954, the union high school district voted yes 
276; no 127 to purchase twenty-eight acres from Floyd Heselton 
for the Union High School District site. 


A union high school district financial report will be avail- 
able prior to the first annual union high school district meeting 
to be held April 13, 1955. 


The cost per pupil for high school instruction for the year 
1953-1954 was $285.96. The state average for that same year was 
$293.76. The high school instruction cost for two towns similar 
to Woodstock are Middlebury with a cost of $419.93 and Proc- 
tor with a cost of $484.79. The cost per pupil for Woodstock of 
$285.96 did not include the cost for any capital outlay or for any 
major equipment. The cost per pupil for the union high school 
for the present year will be about $305.00 per pupil. This will 
include equipment, thus, the cost is more fairly distributed be- 
tween the three towns. The budget for the union high school 
district has been prepared and it is anticipated that this same 
rate will continue for the coming school year. 


It is anticipated that citizens of the Union High School 
District will be called upon in a few months to vote on a pro- 
posed union high school building. We wish to urge every citizen 
to vote on the proposed plans. 


On behalf of the citizens of Bridgewater, Pomfret, and 
Woodstock, I wish to express appreciation to the Planning Com- 
mittee consisting of Frank Jenne and Harlan Booth of Bridge- 
water; Richard Dana and George Clark of Pomfret; and G. M. 
Nelson, Stanley E. Wilson and Dorothy Thompson of Wood- 
stock for their faithful way they have studied the needs and 
requirements for a union high school building. I also wish to 
express appreciation to the School Directors who have met

many times with the planning committee. Special acknow- 
ledgement should be given to Mr. G. M. Nelson who has acted as 
chairman of both Planning Committees. 


The Union High School District furnishes transportation 
to the Bridgewater pupils. The Bridgewater School District 
received from the Union High School District $975.00 for trans- 
portation this year. If these high school pupils had furnished 
their own transportation, it would have cost the parents about 
$3,800.00. 


A careful budget has been proposed for the school year 
1955-’56. The school board recommends a tax of $3.60.
